A NATIONAL MEETING ON SCHOOLS 


From all states and territories of the U.S. more than 
2,000 American educators and laymen streamed into 
Washington last week for an unprecedented mass 
assault on one of the nation’s biggest continuing 
problems. The White House Conference on Educa- 
tion had been called by President Eisenhower to con- 
sider such matters as shortages of some 203,000 
classrooms and 140,000 teachers in the U.S. schools, 

The four-day meeting proved to be an exhausting 


marathon discussion for the delegates. Most of them 
came with ideas formulated at state and local “‘grass- 
roots’ conferences (Lire, Sept. 26). In Washington, 
divided into groups of not more than 11, they were 
assigned to 166 round tables, each one set up to 
achieve the widest possible variety of views. Lay- 
men outnumbered educators two to one. For more 
than two hours at a stretch, delegates at each table 
hammered out reports on everything from what the

EDITORIAL 


1980'S SHAPE OF THINGS TO COME 


THE PREDICTED INCREASES IN MAN’S POWER WILL NOT END HIS DIVINE DISCONTENT 


All through this year of A.D. 1955 our sister magazine For- 
TUNE has been marking its 25th anniversary not only by as- 
sessing the vast changes of this quarter-century, but by at- 
tempting to peer ahead an equivalent span to what life may 
be like in A.D, 1980, It has published monthly previsions of 
1980 by eminent Americans—on topics ranging from elec- 
tronics, physics and chemistrv, through labor, education, pol- 
itics, and the arts, to the lofty ramparts of the Law and the 
even loftier ramparts of the human spirit. 

Now that the prophecies are complete (they are being as- 
sembled in a book, The Fabulous Future), it is feasible to try 
to build a composite A.D. 1980 out of their separate views. 
In fairness to the prophets one should first note their almost 
unanimous suspicion that they will be proved wrong, since 
change nearly always outruns such imaginings (as the air age 
did Jules Verne’s Fighty Days Around the World). Also, alas, 
change sometimes disastrously negates prophecy (H. G. 
Wells’s faith in an ordered world of Scientist Kings went up 
in the holocavst of World War I] as the prophet himself, dying 
at 80, despairingly confessed. 

Nevertheless. even so qualified, the predictions are breath- 
taking in their shape of incredibly vaster things to come. Un- 
happy about the weather? Everybody talking but nobody 
doing anything about it? Well, just get in touch with the 
Atomic Weather Commission. A flick of the nuclear switch, 
and presto!—the North Pole melts, the vast continent of Ant- 
arctica thaws into productive use, Greenland grows bananas, 
Vermont grows oranges, and everybody's heating bill van- 
ishes. Not fantastic at all. according to Mathematician John 
von Neumann who also predicts that energy may be just 
about as “free as the unmetered air.”” So, no light bills. 

David Sarnoff, boss of RCA’s electronics magicians, be- 
lieves that by 1980 all vehicles, including autos, will be 
atomic-powered. Limitless energy may provide fresh water, 
“purified from the briny seas . . . to make deserts flourish 
and to open to human habitation immense surfaces of the 
globe now sterile and inaccessible.” Guided missiles may 
be used to haul both passengers and mail to safe destina- 
tions within minutes after their take-off. General Sarnoff 
expects “amplified light” which will turn night into day, 
when desired, and “free the electric light from the prison 
of a vacuum bulb.” So, no light bulbs either. 


Engineer Crawford Greenewalt, chief of du Pont’s chemi- 
cal wizards of Wilmington, goes a step further. He thinks 
even atomic power is obsolescent. “What we must devise 
eventually is some way of utilizing more fully the energy 
that comes to us from the sun.” As for chemistry’s other 
horizons. says Greenewalt, only the barest beginning has 
been made, for example, in the field of medicine. ‘Today's 
antibiotics . . . are surely only a hint of what the future 
will hold. Most illness must be related to body chemistry. 
What more natural solution than to use chemistry as the 
corrective agency?” 

But there will be plenty of problems, besides illness, in 
this brave new world. Harvard’s Nathan Pusey sees an explo- 
sive one in education, not only the problems of our expand- 
ing birth rate, but also the problem of keeping our ultra- 
specialists from losing touch with the humanities and the 
liberal arts. The displaced labor of automation and the ques- 
tion of how to use our growing leisure concern both Labor’s 
George Meany and Lay Churchman Charles Taft. George 
Humphrey’s main concern is to keep the dollar sound. 

There are some pleasant surprises, such as Democrat Adlai 


Stevenson's belief that his party will outgrow its small boy 
habit of business baiting, just as Republican businessmen 
will give up their old fogy habits of government-hating. But 
other evils—among them intolerance and persecution—are 
far from dying, now or in the visible future. Let the White 
Citizens Councils of the South note well Chief Justice Earl 
Warren’s warning that “‘when the rights of any individual or 
group are chipped away the freedom of all erodes.” Let them 
also ponder well his question: will A.D. 1980 find us passing 
on “a better Bill of Rights or a worse one, tarnished by 
neglect or burnished by growing use?’ On the answer to that 
may hinge whether this new world will be worth living in. 

Indeed, that world will be tossed and torn by incalculable 
stresses growing out of the fact that science is expanding its 
techniques at a rate of fabulous acceleration. At the same 
time it is shrinking the world through their effects so that no 
geographical or political entity—not even vast Russia—is 
large enough to avoid having its affairs increasingly inter- 
mingled with those of all others. 

As with the atom these techniques are ambivalent neutrals, 
potential benefactors or destroyers. For example, weather 
control. carries with it the possibility of climatic warfare 
(e.g., freezing your enemy with another Ice Age), “All this 
will merge each nation’s affairs with those of every other,” 
concludes Yon Neumann, “more thoroughly than the threat 
of a nuclear or any other war may already have done.” 
Political forms will have to change, in ways now unforesee- 
able. to accommodate these realities. (Von Neumann’s im- 
plication is that there will either be world government or 
no government—and no world.) 


All of this assumes that nuclear war will, somehow, be 
avoided: and most of the prophets do assume it. And yet, and 
yet—the realization of the most incredible of Utopias, the 
bringing to birth of all of Sarnoff’s “numberless embryos in 
the womb of science,” will still leave man, as Editor Henry R. 
Luce points out in his summation of the series, as unhappy 
as ever. Says Luce, “Divine discontent does not explain it, 
unless one asks why discontent should be inextricable from 
human nature and why it is recognized as precisely the divine 
within us. The truth is that no conceivable Utopia on earth 
will satisfy man, . A consequence of the economy of 
abundance which now is—and even more a consequence of 
superabundance to come—may be that men and women will 
experience a more direct and inescapable confrontation with 
the ultimate questions concerning the meaning of human life 
and its purpose. If prosperity and security will not satisfy, 
what on earth will? Answer: nothing. . One great ques- 
tion will abide: why?” 

One answer to this why is suggested by the prophecy of 
Playwright Robert E. Sherwood, which he wrote, as it turned 
out, on death’s threshold (he died suddenly soon after). To 
him the “most important statement in the recorded history 
of the human race” is this, “God created man in His own 
image.” And he concludes, “The essential concept of the 
divinity that exists in man is the force that impelled man 
out of the jungle and along the ascending path that leads 
to the stars. . . . His perhaps blind but persistent faith 
in his godlike qualities has enabled man to defy all scientific 
proof that he is frail, physically and morally—that he is 
subject to corruption and decay—that he is, in a word, 
mortal. He has gone out on his own and found ways to 
make himself immortal.” Let us bequeath that timeless mes- 
sage to the citizens of A.D. 1980.

In Monticello, Iowa last week, a window poster used 
as the headline above showed that almost everyone 
in town could eat high on the hog. To dramatize the 
worst slump in pork prices in the past 14 years, 
brought on primarily by a hog-glutted market, Mon- 
ticello’s farmers, bankers and merchants had devised 
“Operation Pork Lift.” Importing 40,000 pounds ef 
pork from the Dubuque Packing Co. in Dubuque at a 
cut rate, they sold it at the prices shown on the pig in 


the picture above and underwrote the $2,500 loss. 

In the town’s markets customers went hog wild 
(next page) and before lunchtime the 20 tons had 
vanished. Another 15 tons was brought in and sold 
by midafternoon. At day’s end Monticello’s citizens 
felt they had done their bit to publicize the plight of 
local farmers and get people to eat more pork. By 
week’s end over a dozen other towns in pork-raising 
states had announced plans for holding “‘pork lifts.”

- THE EPIC OF MAN: PART II 


THE DAWN 
OF RELIGION 


Awed by the phenomena of nature and by the mysteries of life and death 


man evolved a belief in higher powers and rites to honor the spirit world 
by LINCOLN BARNETT 


MONG many definitions of himself composed by man in the course of 

centuries of self-preoccupation, there is one which asserts, “Man is 
an animal that prays.”’ Although it is obvious that no single phrase can 
adequately delineate so intricate a creature, the fact remains that from 
the threshold of his emergence as the dominant mammal on earth, 
Homo Sapiens apparently has possessed some form of religion and a 
belief in his immortal soul. 

The evidence derives not from any written records, for writing was 
invented a mere 5,500 years ago, but from the physical vestiges of a 
prehistoric culture whose fragmented traces linger still in the limestone 
caverns of Europe where Palaeolithic man once dwelt. Inscribed in the 
inner chambers of these ancient caves are the paintings of skilled artists, 
wrought with astonishing felicity and loving care, and embellished with 
mystic symbols hinting that the inspiration behind them was not esthetic 
but magical or reverent. Embedded in cavern floors lie the graves of the 
~ Old Stone Age dead, interred not casually but with obvious ceremony. 
The bones are accompanied by personal possessions, tools and trophies, 
laid down for possible use in the unseen world. For what other reason 
would man bury his dead with objects used in life save that he foresaw 
another existence beyond the grave? And how did this belief arise so 
many centuries before any of the great religions of historic times? 

One answer to these questions stems from man’s predicament as a 
highly observant creature in a mysterious world 
of nature. Ignorant of the physical laws of 
causality, early man could only imagine some 
all-powerful and supernatural volition behind 
such ordered phenomena as the daily rising 
and setting of the sun, the cycle of the seasons 
and the nightly rotation of the starry celestial 
sphere. He could only tremble in fear and won- 
der at the unpredictable paroxysms of the nat- 
ural world—the sudden rifting of the earth and 
the blinding scintillation of lightning in the 
opaque sky. Here surely lay the origin of his 
belief in the supernatural; for to primitive 
man, as one anthropologist has observed, the 
supernatural is “what lies outside the light 
of the campfire.” 

But early man must have been aware of 
equally mysterious and alarming occurrences 
that took place not in the exterior world but 
within himself, What, for example, could he 
think of sleep? The difference between sleep 
and consciousness suggested that there existed 
within him something which transcended his 
body, something which could go away and, in 
dreaming, lead an active life of its own, travel- 
ing wondrously through space and time. And 
finally, death confronted man with the ulti- 
mate mystery. When any individual died the 
vital attributes of his body disappeared— 
warmth, movement, speech, breath, volition. 
Where did they go? Since the flesh itself disin- 
tegrated, the body could only be a dwelling

supernatural beings working behind the perceivable aspects of the phys- 
ical world, so he probably explained the riddles of life and death, the 
enigma of man’s self, and the existence of all living creatures, He con- 
cluded that inside the bodily form of every human being, and every 
animal, there must reside an agent that governed the ways in which 
the outer man and the outer animal behaved. In the'words of Sir James 
Frazer, the great British anthropologist, “The animal inside the animal, 
the man inside the man, is the soul.”’ Although all wild animals confront 
death hourly in a world of predators, man alone knows that death is 
inevitable. It is this shattering, intolerable realization that in time he will 
lose his own identity which more than any other factor must have given 
rise to the first crude forms of primitive religion. 

Man’s unique capacity for perceiving himself in relation to nature can 
be partially explained in physiological terms. His singular evolutionary 
specialization among animals lies in the enlargement of those areas of his 
brain from which derive his faculties of memory, idea association, calcu- 
lation, anxiety and.self-restraint. From these higher cerebral areas stem 
man's qualities as a rational social being, his discipline and conscience, 
his ability to formulate ideas and abstractions, to suppress his passions 
and aggressive instincts, to forego immediate satisfactions for future 
rewards and, above all, to worry. “Man,” says Anthropologist William 
Howells, “... is mature’s great ... worrier; he can worry alone and 
he can worry in unison, always with justice.” 

By virtue of his supreme physical endow- 
ments, the specialized human brain and an 
intensely passionate temperament, man thus 
inherited his agonizing awareness of 1) the 
evanescence of life, and 2) his dilemma as a 
social animal, everlastingly torn between his 
selfish impulses and desires and the necessities 
of the human group of which he was a part. 
To maintain equilibrium and sanity in the grip 
of these realities, early man evolved diverse 
systems of social and religious ethics, far re- 
moved, of course, from current conceptions 
of civilized religion—myths to provide expla- 
nations of natural phenomena, ceremonies to 
influence the spirit world, taboos to provide 
discipline. Studies of primitive peoples living 
in the world today (pp. 87-96) lead to the be- 
lief that the structure of Palaeolithic society 
consisted of small clusters of families joined 
together in hunting bands. The ethical lead- 
ership of such bands probably resided in a 
kind of religious practitioner or medicine man 
called a shaman, who combined the functions 
of priest, doctor, teacher and policeman. To the 
shaman fell the tasks of settling crises within 
the social organism, instructing the young in 
myths and traditions and presiding over rituals 
of puberty, fertility and death. The shaman is 
found today among most extant hunting peo- 
ple. He was the first professional “specialist,” 
and his profession was the most venerable of

RITUALS FOR YOUNG 


ROM various clues, in the form of statuettes, painting es and elegantly 

incised bone tools, uncovered in the dark galleries of deep caves, 
anthropologists have been able to perceive faintly, through the mists of 
time, a few intimations of the religious rituals of Palaeolithic man. Like 
those of modern tribesmen these ancient ceremonies probably fell into 
two main categories, known technically as “rites of passage” and “rites 
of intensification.” The former celebrated important changes in the lives 
of individuals—t.e., birth, puberty, marriage and death. The “rites of 
intensification” (depicted on following pages) represented attempts to 
cope with communal crises such as epidemics, storms and famine, by 
strengthening or “intensifying” man’s relations with the spirit world. 

Of such occasions few have inspired such elaborate and often barbaric 
ceremonies as the mystery of puberty. For it is at this period of sexual 
awakening that the hoy enters the estate of man. To instill self- discipline 
heis dunipalle dtounder #0 privation, such as circumcision or amputation of 
fingers. Only after he has endured suffering and been instructed in the 
social and sexual responsibilities of the adult can he be initiated into man- 
hood with solemn but joyous ceremony, as shown in the painting at left.

Of various crises which recurrently deranged the equilibrium of the 


community, none Was More unsettling than the occasional, inexplicable 
scarcity of game. Asa predatory, carnivorous animal man depended on

From relics of man’s tenancy of Stone Age caverns, scientists can 
deduce the nature of prehistoric “rites of intensification” and the psy- 
chology underlying them. The parallel customs of living Palaeolithic 
people Ssugcest that such rituals must have rested on three concepts of 
man's relation to the supernatural world: mana, magic and taboo. The 
frst of these, mana (a Polynesian word), connotes a special power, 
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a skin has heen superimposed and to which a real bear's head has been attached 
with the aid of a peg. The hunters hurl their javelins into the dummy bear, possi- 
bly in the belief that their weapons will thus acquire mystic potency and better 


endowment or gift—e.g., a very successful hunter has mana, anything 
powerful or excellent has mana. Magic is a formula, a way of doing things 
in order to acquire mana. It differs from the supplication of prayer in 
that it involves more than a simple appeal to the spirit world, but, in 


addition, a special kind of knowhow which virtually insures a favorable 
response. Taboo is the sum of things not to do if one wishes to avoid 
offending the spirits. As such it constituted the law of Palaeolithic man. 

With these concepts in mind, man evolved rituals analogous to that 


shown in the painting above. If, for example, a tribe had experienced a

Absorbed as they were with the animal world, each band douht- 
less revered an individual totemic animal whose spirit, they felt, pervaded 
the group and whose special qualities they shared. The heads of animals 
—or their tusks and horns—have been uncovered frequently in the 
eraves of Palaeolithic dead. In preparation for burial the bodies of the 
deceased were flexed, possibly to simulate the attitude of sleep or else 
the fetal posture. And often their bones have been found reddened with 
ocher, suggesting that bereaved kinsmen had sprinkled pigments on the 
pallid corpse, hoping perhaps thus to imbue it with the ruddy glow of life.

THE MAGIC OF ART 


EEP in the rock chambers of immemorial caves, the likenesses of 

reindeer, bison and other animals which teemed upon the European 
plains 100 centuries ago remain visible today, resistant to the ravages of 
time. They represent the legacy of unknown artists who, like countless 
artists of every age, consecrated their talent to religion. So exquisitely 
wrought are these masterworks that anthropologists conjecture that in 
Upper Palaeolithic times the artist must have occupied a special niche, 
exempted from further obligations of the hunt and assigned a share of

magic virtues, art from several cultural periods is often found superimposed, 


its rewards in recognition of his religious duties. Stone plaques on which 
small sketches have been revised bespeak his pride of craftsmanship. 

The walls on which these paintings and engravings appear lie generally 
in the farthest transepts of each cave, accessible only by narrow corridors. 
It is clear that they were hallowed places, to be approached with rever- 
ence and awe. “One can imagine,” observes Anthropologist Hallam 
Movius, “that the remote galleries of these dark underground labyrinths 
once witnessed witchcraft and ritual dances accompanied by the songs 
and cries of men in a state of ecstasy.”’ Although the songs and cries 
have long been stilled, the paintings stand today in mute testimony 
of two of man’s noblest attributes: religious fervor and esthetic taste.

QO anthropologists concerned with the problem of reconstructing the 

religion of Old Stone Age Man, there are available only two sources 
of deductive information. One lies in his artifacts—his paintings, (oppo- 
site page), his implements of stone and bone, his sculpture, graves and 
other mute traces of his tenancy on earth in the penumbra of prehistoric 
times. The other derives from analogies found in the religious paintings, 
sacred relics and rituals of contemporary Palaeolithic man, whose prime 
representatives are the Aborigines of modern Australia. 

Although their economy and technology are the most primitive of any 
people extant today, the religion of the Aborigines i is extremely complex. 
It appears to be a characteristic of man that, however he may lag in other 
respects, he is nevertheless able to formulate intricate cosmogonies, 
mythologies and ethical codes, Like that of prehistoric man—insofar as 
it can be discerned—the religion of Australia’s Stone Age tribesmen is 
based on a belief in an unseen spirit world from which ‘all living crea- 
tures came and to which in death they ultimately will return. In their 
view all the observable phenomena of nature and the destinies of all men 
and all animals are governed by personal powers in the spirit domain 
which may be influenced by man if proper reverence is accorded them 
through sacred symbols (above and below) and sacred shrines (right). 


Philosophically the Aborigines look upon life as a reciprocal relation:

Involved in every aspect of Aborigine religion and social life is the 
unifying strand of totemism—i.e., the belief that every individual and 
group from family to tribe is the guardian of mythological symbols and is 
allied spiritually with some animal or plant species, depending on that 
species for its well-being. lo say that the totems of a certain clan are the 
wallaby, the bee or the white cockatoo is to say more than that those ani- 
mals are family “mascots.” The totemic animal or plant is believed to 
share human feelings and to react as a human being. According to the con- 
cept of totemism, men, animals and plants constitute a single spiritual 
entity.

of the bonds between nature and man. This ceremonial relationship 
thus links the ordinary workaday world and the eternal “dream time” 
—the spirit realm which undergirds the entire system of nature. 

The totemic system of the Aborigines is infinitely elaborate. For 
example, the individual may acknowledge one particular animal as his 
spiritual associate, while another is revered by his kin, another by his 
secret cult or lodge, another by his clan. There are other and still 
larger interlocking relationships so that a single person may owe alle- 
siance to three or four totems simultaneously. Socially the benefits 
of totemism may be compared crudely to the fraternal systems of 
Western society; it insures that no man need feel alone. In a broader 
context it establishes rules of behavior for all occasions. It regulates 
marriage (i.e., members of the same totemic group generally may not 
intermarry), education, religious practices and diplomatic relations. It 
serves, finally, as a powerful factor in preventing warfare in that it 
renders possible the settlement of inter-clan disputes through such 
symbolic rituals as the makarata ceremony shown on this page. 

The religion of the Aborigines, with its recognition of man’s inti- 
mate relationship to nature and its conviction that the human spirit 
transcends space and time, is thus a highly evolved intellectual edifice.

In this context the Aborigines are by no means “primitive.” “We are 
very apt to underrate the philosophical powers of primitive people,” 
observes Anthropologist A. P. Elkin of the University of Sydney, “but 
the absence of clothes . . . does not imply an absence of thought.” 
That their religion has its roots in the depths of prehistory cannot 
be questioned. And that a similar, if less complex, form of belief 
prevailed among Palaeolithic men 100,000 years ago is also an indubi- 
table fact. For in certain caves in western Europe there have been 
found the skulls of many bears, arranged with obvious ritualistic care 
upon stone shelves. With them have reposed, through millenniums, the 
telltale implements of Neanderthal Man, hinting powerfully of ancient 
rites. In the light of present knowledge, those secret rituals whereby 
the giant Palaeolithic cave bear was worshiped, exorcised or appeased 
may have represented the first religious ceremonies of mankind.

By now the Swedish air force has rock hangars 
for most of its estimated 1,000 planes.

Carmen Basilio, the Marine who became welter- 
weight champion, had a rare sense of equilibrium.

‘A SAD AND SILENT 
MYSTERY OF THE SEA’ 


‘Joyita’ turns up in South Seas, passengers gone, her only cargo a riddle 
by LESLIE HOBBS 


N the afternoon of Oct. 3 a trim 75-foot, 70-ton cabin cruiser 
steamed out of Apiain Western Samoa, bound across the Pacific 
for the Tokelau felonds 290 miles to the north. It was a routine 

voyage and the Joyita was a routine ship, her only claim to distinction 
being the fact that she had once been Mary Pickford’s personal 
pleasure yacht. Now she was just another inter-island steamer, carry- 
ing a cargo of oil, timber and food supplies. 

On board were 20 passengers, including two children, and a crew of 
five. The captain was Thomas Henry (“Dusty”) Miller, a middle-aged 
Welshman who always wore a lava-lava (male sarong) at sea. Captain 
Miller had an excellent reputation as an experienced, levelheaded 
seaman. but he was known to be in some financial difficulty. Serving 
as Miller's mate was an American Indian, “Chuck” Simpson, who 
was making his last voyage before settling down with his Samoan 
wife on a Pacific island. 

The Joyita was due to arrive in the Tokelaus 40 hours after leaving 
Apia, and one more South Pacific voyage would routinely be recorded 
in the ship’s log. But the Joyita did not reach the Tokelaus in 40 hours, 


In fact she did not reach the Tokelaus at all, nor did she return to 
Apia nor put in at any other port. No distress signals were received. 
No violent storms were reported in the area she sailed. Nothing was 
found by the planes that scoured 135,000 square miles of the Pacific 
in search of the missing steamer. Like thousands of other ships since 
man first took to the sea, the Joyita simply vanished. 

But unlike other lost ships, the Joyita actually turned up again— 
only instead of explaining what had happened, the Joyita’s reappear- 
ance raised far more puzzling questions. Not since 1872, when the 
brigantine Mary Celeste was found under sail in the Atlantic with not 
a soul on board, has there been a maritime riddle to equal the one posed 
by the finding of the Joyita. 

The case of the Mary Celeste has intrigued and baffled everyone 
who has tried to solve it. Bound from New York to Genoa, she was 
discovered sailing aimlessly with most of her rigging in order, ample 
supplies of food and water on board and no serious damage any- 
where—but the lifeboats, passengers and crew were missing. No one 
has ever discovered why they left a sound ship or where they went

BEFORE DISASTER the Joyita was a sturdy, graceful ship. Built in 1934, she 
was first used as pleasure yacht but has since been South Seas charter vessel,

or what happened to them. The Mary Celeste’s story has remained 
what one of the investigating officers called it at the time: “a 
sad and silent mystery of the sea.” The story of the Joyita, 
with its astonishing parallels to the Mary Celeste, merits the 
same description. 

On Nov. 10, 38 days after the Joyita left Apia, the motor vessel 
Tuvalu was passing the Fiji Islands, headed for Tarawa. Ninety 
miles north of the island of Vanua Levu the Tuvalu sighted the 
listing ship wallowing lifelessly in a light sea. The Tuvalu. drew 
closer. There was a huge hole in the Joyifa’s superstructure, but 
otherwise there was no sign of heavy damage. Yet the wallowing 
ship was obviously a derelict, abandoned to the sea. The Joyita 
had turned up at last, 590 miles off course. 

The Tuvalu’s captain sent a boat over to take a closer look but 
did not board the Joyita. After making certain that no living person 
was aboard, the captain radioed Fiji: “Ir SOUNDS LIKE ANOTHER 
MARY CELESTE. WE HAVE NO THEORY YET WHAT HAPPENED.” 

Not long after the Tuvalu’s report, the Fijian tender Degei drew 
alongside the Joyita and two of the ship’s officers scrambled aboard 
to attach a towline. One of them, Captain Robert James, checked 
every part of the ship that was not under water but found no bodies, 
no lifeboats or rafts, no food in the.galley or in any of the other 
compartments above water, no log, no sextant. 

While the Degei towed the listing Joyita 90 miles to the harbor 
at Vanua Levu, Fiji, the officers and crew began asking the ques- 
tions that are still being asked—and still not being answered. In 
spite of the hole in the superstructure and the 40° list, the Joyita 
was plainly seaworthy, even after more than five weeks of being 
tossed about in the Pacific. Then where were its crew and passen- 
gers? Why had they deserted an apparently sound ship? 

At Vanua Levu the water was pumped out and the ship was then 
towed to the Fijian port of Suva where it could be hauled up on 

a slip, completely out of the water. Engineering and salvage ex- 
perts went aboard to try to find out what had happened. 

An unpleasant odor of decay met the nostrils of the experts, but 
this was to be expected since much of the ship had been submerged 
fora long time. There were no bodies. The cabin, sleeping quarters 
and engine room were strewn with litter and soggy wreckage, but 
the inspectors quickly learned that in all important respects the 
ship was still sound, The decking was solid. The hull was tight 
(the water that had made the Joyita list probably came from heavy 
rains, or possibly from heavy seas crashing aboard). Barnacles 
crowing above the waterline convinced the experts that the ship 
had been listing steeply for several weeks, and this led them to the 
conclusion that the main damage had been caused by waves con- 
stantly striking the Joyita in her heeled-over position. 

Whatever strange disaster overtook the ship evidently came 
at night, for the light switches, including the masthead navigation 
light, were in “on” position. The clocks, which operated on the 
ship’s generators, had stopped at 10:53. There were signs that the 
Joyita had had to contend with engine failure: one engine was 
covered with a mattress as though it had been out of commission, 
and the other bore the marks of attempted repairs.

As for the passengers and crew, it was possible to reconstruct 

a few fragments of evidence. An awning spread out on deck indi- 
wield that some of them had been sleeping outside on the night of 
the trouble, possibly because of the steamy tropical heat, or per- 
haps just because there were not enough bunks for the ship’s 25 
people. The lifesaving equipment, consisting of a 16-foot boat 
with an outboard motor, a 16-man life raft and two 10-man rafts, 
was missing. So were the two compasses, two radio sets, and al- 
most every other movable object that might have been useful or 
valuable on the open sea. All food had been taken from the galley. 
Even the furniture in the saloon was missing. The 25 men, women 
and children had evidently had some time in which to make their 
escape. Yet the main neliboectone contained meat—an almost posi- 
tive sign that there had been some cause for haste in taking to 
the life rafts. 

Aside from these few clues the Joyita told the experts almost 
nothing. Whatever happened at 10:53 p.m. on an October night 
somewhere between Apia and Tokelau was known only to the 25 
people who hurriedly left the Joyita and vanished into the Pacific. 
Everyone else can only speculate, 

The speculations have been coming thick and fast ever since 
the derelict was towed into port. Each theory has its enthusiastic 
defenders and its equally enthusiastic attackers. The evidence 
favors some theories more than others. But, as in the case of the 
Mary Celeste, there is not enough evidence to support any one 
theory completely. 

These are the chief explanations that have been offered: 

1. Engine failure in heavy seas. Some observers insist that the 
Joyita’s two engines must have broken down in bad weather and, 
since the ship was drifting, that she had to be abandoned. This 
is supported by the fact that one engine was being worked on, as 
well as by the fact that so many things had been taken into the 
lifeboat and rafts. The evacuation of the ship, says this theory, 
must have been voluntary and reasonably careful, But everyone 
who knew Captain Dusty Miller points out that he was an out- 
standing seaman. He knew both the Joyita and the unpredictability 
of South Seas weather extremely well. With or without operating 
engines, he would not have lost his head and traded the security 
of his sturdy ship for the insecurity of life rafts. 

2. Fire and explosion aboard. This theory at first seemed likely 
because of charred marks of fire and the hole in the superstruc- 
ture. But a quick check showed that the charred woodwork was 
the work of a fire on an earlier voyage, and experts conclude the 
superstructure damage is far more apt to have come from the 
pounding of heavy seas than from an explosion. 

3. Collision. Above the waterline on the port side some of the 
Joyita’s timbers were damaged. One theory is that the Joyita had 
been rammed by a larger vessel, that the passengers had abandoned

ship because they expected it to sink, and that by the time they 
realized that the Joyita was all right, they were unable to get back 
on board. But no other vessel has reported a collision, and the 
experts think that the damaged timbers, like the hole in the super- 
structure, look more like damage from battering seas than ram- 
ming by another ship. 

4. Piracy and murder. A week after the discovery of the Joyita, 
a small but vigorous South Seas newspaper, the Fijt Times and 
Herald, announced that Japanese seamen from a ship of the Japa- 
nese fishing fleet had murdered the Jovita’s passengers and crew. 
An unidentified but “irreproachable source,” said the Fijian news- . 
paper, had disclosed that New Zealand search planes had photo- 
sraphed the Japanese fishing fleet lying across the Joyita’s course 
to the Tokelaus. After boarding the Joyita and killing (or perhaps 
only imprisoning) the passengers and crew, the paper continued, 
the Japanese had tried to blow up the ship and had opened a sea 
cock. (Many of the conflicting reports have said that a sea cock 
was found open.) 

This imaginative newspaper theory was provoking enough to 
bring a flat denial from the British Colonial Office, which usually 
ignores newspaper comment. A.F.R, Stoddart, the colonial secre- 
tary of Fiji, issued a blunt statement: “T say most emphatically 
that the report is not true. It is not the view of the government 
of Fiji nor is ita view held in responsible official circles.”” Japanese 


shipowners dismissed the whole suggestion as preposterous, 


One of the passengers, A. K. Williams, was known to be carry- 
ing £1,000 ($2,800) cash with which to purchase raw copra in the 
Tokelaus. Captain Miller was also believed to be carrying a con- 
siderable sum in cash. A variation of the Fijian newspaper theory 
is that the ship was attacked by someone who knew about both 
Williams’ and Miller’s money, and that the passengers and crew 
were afterward set adrift. But few people believe that even larger 
sums of money than those mentioned would tempt criminals to 
piracy in this day and age. 

5. Marine earthquake. Six months ago a sudden, violent ma- 
rine earthquake had thrown overboard 40 passengers from another 
ship, in the area where the Joyita was later found. So it was 
suggested that another earthquake (or seaquake) had frightened 
the Joyita passengers and crew into the belief that their ship 
was sinking. But no other ships in that area have reported any 
such quake. 

6. Waterspout. The waterspout proponents say that a spout 
might have come down on the deck of the Joyita and done enough 
damage to make everyone on board abandon ship. Having left the 
supposedly sinking ship, ‘the passengers and crew could not then 
get back on board and were overwhelmed: by heavy seas. This 
theory was supported when the report got around that the London 
Missionary Society's schooner John Williams VT was in the same 
area as the Joyita at this time and saw seven waterspouts, But the 
theory quickly died when the report was proved untrue. The John 
Williams actually had been in the area a full month after the Joyita 
—and even then had not spotted a single spout. Still the water- 
spout theory has ardent followers, even though the owner’s sur- 
veyor has given his opinion that no spout could have damaged 
the ship sufficiently to scare everybody overboard. 

7. Deliberate scuttling. One or more of the 25 people on 
board, say the holders of the final theory, deliberately set out to 
destroy the Joyita. For some unknown reason—perhaps to steal

all the money and valuables on board, perhaps just in prder to 
“disappear” and begin a new life somewhere else—this person 
or persons tampered with the engines and opened a sea cock, 
flooding the ship. Everyone was, of course, forced to take to the 
rafts and lifeboat, and it was by accident that the Joyita did not 
actually sink. The other damage to the ship—the hole in the 
superstructure, the broken timbers—carhe from five weeks of 
pounding waves. 

This last theory i is perhaps the most theoretical of all and has 
no supporting evidence. But neither is there any evidence to 
prove that it could not have happened. It is implausible—but 
not necessarily untrue. 

The search for an answer to the mystery of the Joyita still 
goes on. The Fiji government is conducting a fact-finding inves- 
tigation. At Apia a full marine inquiry will be made into all the 
circumstances of the departure, the cargo, and the passengers 
and crew. The New Zealand government is much concerned in 
the final report because Apia is under her jurisdiction. The U.S. 
Government is also concerned, for the Joyita was registered 
in Honolulu. 

The search for survivors also continues. Planes no longer con- 
tinue their wide sweeps of the Pacific, but every report of wreck- 
age is being investigated by air, and a U.S. government ship has 
sailed from Pagopago to make a surface search of likely areas and 
islands. It is possible, of course, that the survivors of the Joyita 
are stranded on some tiny atoll, waiting to be found. Or, since the 
Pacific can never be thoroughly searched, it is even possible that 
the lifeboat and three life rafts are still bobbing gently in some 
unsearched part of the ocean, their occupants waiting to be res- 
cued and to tell their story. 

Meanwhile the Joyita stands on the slip at Suva. Her hull, made 
of two-inch cedar planks on oak frames, is sturdy and still beauti- 
ful, in spite of the pounding. There is no particular reason why, 
repaired and refinished, she should not put to sea again, although 
there is reason to doubt that it would be easy to find a captain 
and crew. 

In Cardiff, Wales, a court of law is still looking for Captain 
Miller. Shortly after the ship left Apia, the court was scheduled 
to hear the divorce proceedings of Beatrice Matilda Miller against 
her husband on the grounds of desertion. When the Joyita was 
listed as overdue, Mrs. Miller’s counsel at first asked for a post- 
ponement of the hearing but has now asked for an indefinite 
adjournment, pending definite information as to the fate of the 
people on board. The adjournment may last a long, long time.
